Great Difficulties 

The committee itself works under 
great difficulties. Many of the mem¬ 
bers are utterly inexperienced in 
politics and they have responsibili¬ 
ties much greater than a normal 
governmental body would have. 
They must serve as an administra¬ 
tive agency, they must serve as a 
quasi - legislative body, and they 
must likewise plan regulations gov¬ 
erning procedure in the interim be¬ 
tween liberation of France and the 
time when a free election is held. 

The recent meeting of the assem¬ 
bly (February 29) began the long 
and complicated consideration of the 
plans for the provisional govern¬ 
ment. One typical plan suggested 
can now be described in some detail 
although, of course, it is likely to be 
modified as a result of the discus¬ 
sion in the coming weeks and 
months, and in the application there¬ 
after. 

It covers, roughly, two phases. 

First, is partial liberation. 

Just as soon as the Allies have 
taken over a portion of France and 
the military organization moves for¬ 
ward, the French committee would 
be placed in charge under this plan. 
Immediately municipal officers would 
be selected, councils for each mu¬ 
nicipality. When an entire province 
has been taken over, each munici¬ 
pal council already functioning would 
select delegates to the assembly now 
existing in Algiers. There are, at 
present, about 110 members of this 
assembly, composed of Frenchmen 
who have been selected by the un¬ 
derground organizations, by politi¬ 
cal organizations and by labor and 
other groups, and have been smug¬ 
gled into Africa. They would be 
joined, or perhaps substituted by, 
the newly elected delegates chosen 
by the municipal groups of each 
province. There would b. approxi¬ 
mately one for each 100.000 inhabi¬ 
tants. 

Finally, the day comes when Al¬ 
lied troops march down the Champs 
Elysees and across the Seine to the 
Place du Palais Bourbon. Then the 
ancient building, which housed the 
chamber of deputies of the Third 
Republic, will open its doors to the 
new assembly. By this time, it will 
probably represent at least ttoo- 
thirds of France. 

Second Step 

Now the second step of the plan, 
now considered, will be taken. 

The assembly will have reached, [ 
depending on the populations liber- i 
ated, some 400 members. 

Then the provisional government 
(I use the word "government” in ] 
the European sense; we would call 
it the “cabinet” with an executive | 
head) would be chosen by the as- j 
sembly.

AIR WARFARE: 

Hit London 

Stung by Allied bombers' destruc¬ 
tion of their cities, Germany's once- 
vaunted Luftwaffe appeared In force 
over London again after a two-year 
lapse, blasting the British capital 
with block-busters that ripped up 
residential and factory areas. 

As the Luftwaffe struck at London, 
big Allied bombers continued their 
attack on Nazi war-plane plants 
throughout Germany, seeking to 
cripple fighter production and re¬ 
duce aerial resistance to U. S. and 
British forces when they open the 
second front. 

From January, 1943, to the same 
month in 1944, the RAF and AAF 
lost 3,835 bombers in operations over 
western Europe, it was announced, 
with 2,688 of the craft being Brit¬ 
ish and 1,147 American. 

Open Fighting 

With their lines lying exposed in 
the broad Roman plains, both Ger¬ 
man and Allied forces alike came 
under the heavy fire of artillery and 
aircraft around the Anzio beach¬ 
head, and the enemy's armored 
moves met stubborn resistance from 
U. S. and British troops. 

To the southeast, wet weather 
muddied the mountain-sides and 
slowed up Allied advances against 
the Germans around Cassino. So 
bitter was the fighting in Cassino it¬ 
self where the Nazis clung to part 
of the town that a U. S. Doughboy 
with Yankee wit reported to his 
commanding officer that "... To¬ 
day, we captured a parlor, bedroom 
and kitchen ...” 

PACIFIC: 

Closer to Tokyo 

Surging beyond Japan's crumbling 
outer Pacific defenses. U. S. carrier 
forces struck within 1,400 miles of 
Tokyo to blast at the Mariana is¬ 
lands, so called gateway to the ene¬ 
my homeland. 

While planes from the carrier 
force ripped Jap defenses in the 
Mananas, other U. S. air and naval 
units continued hammering down 
enemy resistance in the New Britain 
area, blasting shipping centers used 
as feeder points for barges supply¬ 
ing embattled Nipponese troops in 
South Pacific outposts. 

As U. S. naval and air forces tore 
up the Marshalls, Carolines and 
Marianas, the enemy’s vaunted navy 
and aerial auxiliary still showed no 
face to scrap, with the Tokyo radio 
telling its listeners that the Jap 
chiefs will order a fight only after 
drawing the U. S. from its bases. 

ARMY BEEF: 

Small Plants Tapped 

To assure the military services ot 
needed supplies, the War Food ad¬ 
ministration prepared to order 3,000 
small parking and slaughter plants 
and local butchers to set aside 50 
per cent of their "army style" beef 
beginning April 1. 

At the same time, WFA announced 
manufacturers of Cheddar cheese j 
will be required to reserve 45 per 1 
cent of their March and 55 per cent 
of their April production, compared 
with 35 per cent for January and 
February. 

Since the small packers and butch¬ 
ers sold their entire output to civil¬ 
ians, their reservation for the serv¬ 
ices is expected to cut into domes¬ 
tic supplies. Previously, the govern¬ 
ment obtained its beef from about 
425 federally inspected plants, but de¬ 
cided to tap the other sources upon 
the belief that more than normal 
numbers of cattle were being mar- | 
keted in the smaller centers. 


CONGRESS: 

Democratic Revolt 

Reelected by the senate’s Demo¬ 
cratic majority as its floor leader 
after breaking with President Roose¬ 
velt on the tax veto, burly Sen, Alben 
Barkley (Ky.) took back the reins of 
a balky party, but not without an 
eye on restoring harmony in its 
ranks with its principles. 

Barkley's break with F.D.R. came 
as a result of the President's rasp¬ 
ing attack on the $2,300,000,000 tax 
bill, which he said was an “inedible 
crust" offering relief to "the greedy 
Instead of the needy." It was not 
the question of the increased taxes 
but rather of the size and nature of 
the new levies which promoted the 
differences between the Chief Exec¬ 
utive and congress, and Barkley's 
position indicated stiffening congres¬ 
sional independence in formulating 
legislation, rather than an all-out 
repudiation of Democratic princi¬ 
ples. 

The same attitude prevailed in 
the house, where 80-year-old Rep. 
Robert Doughton's declaration that 
he "parted company" with F.D.R. 
on the tax veto set the stage for 
congressional overriding of the veto.

EXTEND CCC: 

Subsidies Included 

With consumer subsidy foes un¬ 
able to override a presidential veto, 
the senate passed a bill extending 
the life of the Commodity Credit 
corporation until June, 1945. and per¬ 
mitting its use of from 750 to 900 
million dollars for paymnts to hold 
down retail food costs. 

Headed for acceptance in the 
house, whose banking committee ap¬ 
proved similar legislation, the bill 
also calls for continuation of price- 
support programs to assure farm 
production, a feature endorsed by 
those who opposed consumer subsi¬ 
dies or government payments to 
processors and others to cut retail 
prices. 

A recent check by CCC showed 
that only one billion of its three bil¬ 
lion dollar funds have been obligat¬ 
ed and the remainder are available 
for extended operations. War Food 
Administrator Marvin Jones' re¬ 
quest for an additional $500,000,000 
postwar fund was turned down.

Long the terror ot even the brav¬ 
est of heart, dental drilling may soon 
be relieved of mucb ot its pain by 
general adoption of a new technique 
used by the army. 

The new technique is simple in it¬ 
self, the dentist pouring cold water 
into the patient’s mouth at the rate 
of eight ounces a minute, while drill¬ 
ing, and draining the same amount 
out through another tube. By circu¬ 
lating about the mouth, the water 
cools the drilled tooth, the pain of 
which is caused by heat generated 
by friction of the drill. 

Because of the relief of the pain 
and the greater rotation of the drill 
iu the reduced temperature, the den¬ 
tist can do a better job on the tooth 
and perform almost 40 per ceat

ORCHARD SPRAY 

To date there has been very little 
fruit bud killing and it appears that 
a heavy bloom can be expected on 
most liuits, including apples, pears, 
icaches, plums, and cherries. Cer¬ 
tainly war conditions demand that we 
exert our best effort in saving out 
fruit crop. I plan, thru the coopera¬ 
tion of the Licking Valley Courier, to 
have spray suggestions in this paper 
each month. 

The Dormant Spray: For control of 
scale and peach leaf curl this spray 
should be completed as quickly as 
possible: some farmers have already 
completed this spray. Scales increased 
in many orchards in 1943. Liquid lime 
sulphur 11 gallons to 100 gallons of 
water will control scale and peach 
leaf curl. See that the spray solution 
gets all over the trees. 

Important: For best results apply 
before leaf buds are open Remember 
this is dormant spray, which means 
that the spray must be used before 
buds open. Scale is also found on 
many grape vines in this county. This 
same spray solution should control 
grape scale. 

Apple Scab: Examination of old ap- 
•>le leaves reveal scab spores ready to 
be released. Last year we saw more 
-cab in orchards than had been for 
several years. The recent warm and 
wet weather has speeded scab spore 
maturity. This means that scab spores 
will be present to start infection as 
soon as growth starts and that the 
prt blossom sprays, starting with 
green tips and ending with the 
pink, will be cf special importance 
this spring. These : prays are of 
•pecial importance on Delicious, Wine 
Sap Roame. B< :i Davis, and other 
-cabby varieties The usual material 
is liquid sulphur 2'j gallons to 50 
gallons of water.

GARDEN NOTES 

Again we arc called upon to pro¬ 
duce the best garden possible in 1944. 
With the cooperation of the Licking 
Valley Courier, garden notes will be 
given in this paper from time to time. 
Many of these suggestions will be 
some that have been received from 
farmers in this county, as well as 
those coming from experiment sta¬ 
tion and this office. 

You have probably already broken 
vour garden and it is hoped that you 
were able to turn under plenty of 
manure. If so, about all you need is to 
broadcast superphoshate on the bro¬ 
ken ground, at the rate of 1000 pounds 
per acre. Of course, if your garden 
had a heavy application of phosphate 
last year you could reduce this to 400 
pounds per acre. 

You may have planted your early 
peas. Now comes setting cabbage 
•Jianls. Golden Acre and Copenhagen 
Market, are among our earliest 
varieties and will probably stand 
longer without bursting. It is good 
oractice lo dose the TOPS (in the 
•oots) in a strong "tobacco tea." to 
rill any lice there are. Many farmers 
report that cabbage failures are very 
.•ommon due to wilt or yellows. Wis¬ 
consin all season varieties arc resis- 
'ant to this disease Other varieties 
will also be found in your catalogue 
to be resistant. 

How's your sprayer, or your duster? 
These, and repair parts are to be made 
igain this year. Let your merchant 
know your needs, now. Have you 
bought your fertilize!? There will 
likely be plenty, but there may be a 
transportation rush if everybobv 
waits until the last minute. It would 
be wise to get your rotenone and 
magnesium arsenate and arsenate of 
lead. Since insects do not wait be¬ 
cause nt transporation rushes and 
other war time conditions, we should 
get everything ready now. 

As to seed, there will probably be 
enough, but we usually find ihai 
some of our favorites come up short 
iid that it is very advisable to plan 
your garden now, make out a com¬ 
plete list of all seeds needed includ¬ 
ing summer seeds and get them now. 

Planted thru March are: Lettuce, 
radishes, peas, beets, carrots, parsnips, 
onion sets, and onion slips. Use varie¬ 
ties that have done well for you; if 
vou need reminding, see the garden 
leafii t.

POST-WAR PLANNING 

Our every effort should be used to 
bring about as soon as possible ; 
victorious end to this bloody war. We 
should in the meantime begin plan 
ning for building a better post-war 
Morgan county. We hope in the very 
near future the demobilization of o’ 
armed forces will start. Hundreds of 
displaced defense workers will return 
to Morgan county to live and eke out 
a livelihood. The government is mak¬ 
ing elaborate plans to insure that 
everyone will be given an opportunity 
to work and earn enough money on 
which to exist. 

It is assured, whether it be a 
Democratic or Republican adminis¬ 
tration, that our boys will be giver 
employment. It is the opinion of the 
general public that we will avoid the 
long soup lines and starvation. 

We, as Morgan county citizens, 
should see that well planned projects 
are presented and the labor is used 
to tile best advantage. We recall that 
during the period just after the first 
World war we had as high as 1001 
workers in Morgan county paid by 
the government. It was the desire ot 
file federal government that each one 
of these give an honest day's work or 
projects that were worthwhile and 
contributed to the upbuilding of the 
county or community. I know from 
personal experience that the amount 
accomplished was the responsibility 
of the people of Morgan county, par¬ 
ticularly the county official or the 
sponsoring agency. Too much politics 
within this county kept miles and 
miles of good hard roads from being 
constructed. 

Those of us who live on hard roads 
but have known what it is to wade 
the mud sh< old i .-member that there 
are hundreds of honest paying tax¬ 
payers living on dirt roads who 
should now ha\ • farm to market 
i-oads. Whole sect i; ns of Morgan county 
are isolated during the winter mon¬ 
ths The eonditien existed for a while 
when the rural highway money ol 
S18.000 could have been used foi 
renting crushers, steam shovels, and 
other heavy construction equipment 
while the W.P.A. would have furnish¬ 
ed the labor, but no machinery. If 
this cooperation could have been per¬ 
fected we wouiil have had many 
many more miles of good roads foi 
the county. 

The reason for the lack of coopera¬ 
tion due to opposing factions wa; 
this: the faction controlling the rural 
highway money decided that the 
$16,000 could be used more effectively 
from a political standpoint, by invest¬ 
ing this money in labor just before 
the primary. TheW.P.A. was forced to 
hire their employees from certified 
rolls regardless of whether they were 
Republicans or Democrats. The W.P 
A. would have absorbed all the 
trained workers to operate the machi¬ 
nery. but this could not be developed 
Due to lack of cooperation, Morgan 
county people suffered. There were 
several times when hundreds of men 
were as gned to school projects far 
in exce of the number needed be¬ 
cause t - e were no other projects 
available thereby causing waste. All 
Ihe pecpl in Morgan county should 
be interested in seeing that this con¬ 
dition will not occur again. 

I say again that most of the inef¬ 
ficiency and waste of labor was 
e'aused by the lack of interest in the 
welfare of Morgan county by the 
Morgan county leaders as a whole. 
For example, some counties sponsor¬ 
ed worthwhile projects while some 
did not. Some sponsors required that 
each man render a reasonable amount 
of service for the money received, 
others just managed to keep them on 
the payroll. Some counties had more 
men on educational sponsored pro¬ 
jects than Morgan county, but Mor- 
v.in county got over $-170 000 worth 
. f school buildings while they didn't 
get $100,000 worth. 

Again and again I say that we 
should plan worthwhile projects for 
this expected post-war period and 
use all the labor for the improveme.il 
of Morgan county roads, schools, etc. 

It is hoped that in the very near 
future we may have free transporta¬ 
tion for all of our children. That we 
•nay offer training in any field in 
which a child is interested. The board 
of eduction has approximately $100,- 
000 worth of machinery and equip¬ 
ment we think will be left with us for 
training our youth in vocational 
education for the post-war period. If 
we train enough youths in trades it 
will increase our chances to get a 
factory located here. It was declared 
by the Kentucky Federation of Labor 
that Kentucky's share in defense 
contracts amounted to only $220 per 
person while in the average state it 
■mounted to $900 Kentucky is 
known as the happy hunting ground 
for untrained labor. We, in Morgan 
county, by joint endeavor, can abolish 
this condition. The greatest thing that 
we can give our children is proper 
education a-d this, in turn will in¬ 
crease everyone's earning power, 
thereby resulting in a better Morgan j 
county in which to live. 

Education is necessary to abolish 
crime. Education is necessary to in- ! 
crease the earning power of the indivi¬ 
dual. thereby increasing the general 
welfare of the county. It is sincerely 
hoped by the Morgan county board of | 
education that every father and mo- - 
'her will cooperate lo th? extent that 
every boy and girl will attend school. 
The average daily attendance in the 
nation was 90%, but in Kentucky it 
was 63'7. This condition is alarming. 
Next year it is likely that there will 
be many teachers inadequately train¬ 
ed because of the war, but it is our 
duty to do the best we ctm under Ihe 
conditions and circumstances pre¬ 
vailing.

Destroying Local Democracy?

CONG. DISNEY OPENS: The ques¬ 
tion would seem to answer itself if 
we look about us or study current or 
past history. Centralized government 
is the antithesis of local democracy. 
Statism is the antithesis of individual 
freedom. Centralized government is 
the pattern of totalitarianism or the 
authoritarian state. Obviously, statism 
and local self-government cannot ex¬ 
ist autonomously in the same nation 
without the one destroys the other. 
Louis XIV’s “I am the state" does not 
admit of local self-rule, individual 
freedom or local democracy. These 
statements sound like truisms, but 
they are the fruit of history. The 
framers of the Constitution were con¬ 
vinced centralized government and 
local democracy were not compati- 
ole. They were determined that gov¬ 
ernment should be diffused amongst 
the people and built a foundation 
Treating the federal government, but 
af limited powers. Democracy is not 
located in Washington. It has no place 
in those marble halls. It does exist 
down In the school boards, the jus¬ 
tice of peace courts, the court houses, 
the state legislatures. It cannot be 
transferred to Washington. If it could 
be, it would cease to exist. Among 
the people, in the breasts of the peo¬ 
ple, rests democracy. Democracy Is 
dependent on the ability of the aver¬ 
age man to reflect sound judgment, 
and of his representatives to activate 
that judgment into legislation. 

DR. LENGYEL CHALLENGES: 
Centralized givernment is not an aim 
in itself, but a trend. Modern life is 
far more centralized—more highly 
organized—than life in the past. Cen¬ 
tralization is merely a mold, not the 
su! stance. It may be tilled with either 
democratic or non-democratic sub¬ 
stance. Switzerland, one of the old 
democracies, moves toward centrali¬ 
zation, as does the U. S. Great Brit¬ 
ain, highly centralized, is a democ¬ 
racy. The Scandinavian countries, the 
best types of democracies, have long 
been centralized. Republican France 
was centralized and democratic. The 
anarchists used to stand for highly 
decentralized, self-contained units— 
for good reasons. In this world of 


DR. LENGYEL OPENS: To think 


that only local government is demo¬ 
cratic is a mistake. Certainly it is not 
true of England, was not true of re¬ 
publican France: the freedom loving 
Scandinavian countries—all central¬ 
ized. It was the mayor of an Ameri¬ 
can city, not the President of the 
U. S.. who declared: “I am the law." 
Local government necessarily shrinks 
os the globe’s surface shrinks. Obvi¬ 
ously. It was extensive when an Eng¬ 
lish county was a vast territory. To¬ 
day. from your airplane, it is a speck 
on the map. Local democracy is part 
of the central democracy—not its 
enemy. With the interconnection of 
local interests, self-sufficient local 
democracy actually defeats the aims 
of real democracy—the execution of 
the will of the people. It cannot be 
the real will of the people to mu¬ 
tilate it by retaining traditional units 
because they were useful in the 
stagecoach era. Far from being the 
enemy of local democracy, central¬ 
ized government, conducted in the 
real democratic spirit, strengthens 
local democracy by placing behind it 
strong government resources. De¬ 
mocracy is far easier to safeguard in 
the central government, which citi¬ 
zens can watch with great vigilance, 
because it occupies central position. 
Local government does not; hence, it 
is easier for local autocrats to falsify 
the people’s will. 

CONG. DISNEY CHALLENGES: It 

is impossible to have both a central¬ 
ized. powerful administrative federal 
system and a free play of individual¬ 
ism in local self-government. History 
proves democratic tendencies have 
been destroyed by centralized author¬ 
ity. When the Roman Republic faded 
by degeneration of the Senate, local 
democracy died, tyrannical dictator¬ 
ships succeeded. In modern Italy 
when centralization through Fascism 
took over, local democracy and in¬ 
dividual freedom died. When legisla¬ 
tive authority failed in Germany, all 
government was centralized in the 
dictator. What good did it do the 
people to watch this monster grow 
without a voice in its growth? How 
could local self-government assert it¬ 
self? What became of individual 
rights? 

DK. LENGYEL REPLIES: When 

there were more than ten million un¬ 
employed in the U. S., local democ¬ 
racy was reduced to Hushing >S 
signals to Washington. Luckily, the 
fathers of the country foiesaw the 
future and made provisions for cen¬ 
tralized action through the "general 
welfare" clause. Without suen cen¬ 
tralized action, there would have 
been revolution in the country. Mod¬ 
ern government is big business, the 
business of the peop e. Modern times 
call for the efficiency of large organ¬ 
ization and not for the "local democ¬ 
racy" of the village smithy. May I 
also remind Congressman Disney that 
the Roman Senate was never a pillar 
of local democracy; centralization did 
not ptecede Fascism, and Germany 
never bau a rear ueiituurawj.

INCREASING WEIGHT 


It is gratifying to see how the 
medical profession is now interested 
in weight—normal weight, over- 
lerweight No longer 
is the physician sat¬ 
isfied just to look at 
the height and weight 
tables hanging on the 
wall of his office. He 
"sizes up" the pa¬ 
tient and decides 
just what the weight 
should be for his or 
her type of build. 
Naturally, the slen¬ 
der or wiry type 
must weigh less than 
the standard or aver¬ 
age weight for height 
and the heavy or stocky type must 
] weigh more. 

However, when the wiry type is 
more than five pounds less than he 
should be and one of average build 
is 10 pounds less, there must be a 
reason. 

Just as overweight has its disad¬ 
vantages, so also has underweight, 
though not quite to the same extent. 

When the degree of underweight is 
such that it is noticeable to the fam¬ 
ily and friends, it is usually found 
that other symptoms or signs are 
present also—weakness and thin 
blood. Therefore, the physician, 
while prescribing a tonic and an in¬ 
crease in food, will immediately 
search by a thorough examination 
for some cause of the underweight. 
The first step is to investigate the 

S mount and kinds of food eaten 
ally, that is, the total amount of cal¬ 
ories and how much of this total 
amount is made up of fat-forming 
foods—butter, cream, egg yolks, 
bread, sugar, potatoes. Also as to 
tlie amount of fruits and leafy vege¬ 
tables eaten because of their min¬ 
erals and vitamins. A lack of the vita¬ 
min B1 foods may reduce the appe¬ 
tite for all foods. 

The next step is to learn the daily 
habits of the underweight as to the 
amount of rest and sleep and exer¬ 
cise and work. Lack of sleep can 
prevent gain in weight even more 
than lack of food. 

If the underweight eats enough of 
the right kinds of food, gets plenty 
of sleep and rest, and is not over- 
active, the physician then makes a 
thorough search for infection. In 
a great many cases infected teeth, 
tonsils and sinuses are sapping the 
strength and causing loss of weight; 
in others a more serious infection 
may be present such as tuberculosis, 
cancer or pernicious anemia. 

With the removal of any infection, 
increasing the fat and starch foods, 
seeing that the underweight gets 
enough of the outdoors to give him 
a natural appetite, and seeing also 
that more hours of sleep and one 
or two rests daily are taken, will 
cause an increase in weight.

tional patients. There were 12 mel- 
| ancholic cases, one had obsessions, 
one a double personality, and one 
was violent and depressed in spirit. 
Of the 12 patients with melancholia, 
seven had made a complete recov¬ 
ery, one has shown considerable im- 
| provement, but the other four have 
shown little improvement. The pa¬ 
tient with obsessions has complete¬ 
ly recovered, the double personality 
patient is more quiet, and the vio¬ 
lent depressive case is more easily 
handled. Several of the patients 
have found complete "peace of 
mind” after the operation 

There is apparently but small risk 
by operation; there were no deaths 
in the 15 cases. All these cases had 
received no help from other forms 
of treatment. 

In the same issue of the British 
Lancet, Dr. E. L. Hutton reports 
the results obtained on 50 mental 
patients who underwent this opera¬ 
tion-prefrontal leukotomy. There 
were two deaths, only one of which 
was directly due to operation. 

“Not a single patient is recorded 
as being worse after the treatment 
than before; and even the patient 
with the least satisfactory results is 
found to be quieter, less impulsive, 
and easier to handle.” 

“Leukotomy—removal of part of 
the brain by surgery—converted 
many patients suffering from sup¬ 
posedly hopeless mental disorders 
into contented and useful members 
of society."
